These are checked by another 
employee of the County Seal¬ 
er’s office, located at 3200 N. 

Main street, Los Angeles. 

His handcart bears approxi¬ 
mately 300 pounds of the accu¬ 
rate test weights. A complete 
tour of Sierra Madre usually 
takes three days, Paul said. 

This year’s trip began Saturday 
morning. 

He works out of the Los An¬ 
geles County Department of 
Weights and Measures, housed 
in the new Main street plant. 

This office has been described 
as the most modern one of its 
type in the United States. Paul’s 
yearly route includes nearly all 
of San Gabriel Valley. 

Most commercial scales—the 
kind on which you weigh your¬ 
self—have a toleration of one 
pound each way. That is, each 
scale is allowed an error of 
plus or minus one pound.

tion than this is condemned 
for repairs. If it is not attended 
to within 30 days, it is picked 
up by the Weights and Meas¬ 
ures Department. Inaccurate 
scales are loaded on a barge, 
towed out to sea, and dumped. 

Paul explained that the 
scales cannot be used during 
the 30-day waiting period. 

Sierra Madre boasts a fairly 
good average. Of this city’s 406 
scales, 344 were sealed “cor¬ 
rect” last year; 54 were adjust¬ 
ed and then sealed; and 8 were 
declared "out of order.” Sierra 
Madre’s record was commend¬ 
able in that no scales were 
ordered seized or destroyed. 

Paul said that through the 
years, public response to his 
visits has improved. 

“Men of the department have 
convinced merchants that in 9 
out of 10 cases, any error in 
weighing is to the advantage 
of the customer.” 

This error mounts up, and 
soon the merchant is losing a 
sizable amount of money, he 
said. 

Paul has been with the De¬ 
partment of Weights and Meas¬ 
ures for 19 years. His office em¬ 
ploys 48 persons, including 
other deputy county sealers 
and office help. The County 
Sealer for Los Angeles County 
is Charles M. Fuller.

Jenkins Meets Snakes 
Typhoons, High Humidity 

. BY EDWARD LLOYD VOORHEES 

A narrow escape from a deadly habu, “battening down” for 
another typhoon, sweating out days of 100 per cent humidity 
are Just part of his background in the daily routine of work and 
recreation for William Jenkins, well-known here as popular for¬ 
mer mail-carrier and versatile craftsman, now with construction 
engineers on Okinawa of the ____ 


Ryukyus, between Japan and 
Formosa. In a letter dated July 
15, to one of his many friends 
here, Bill writes: 

“We’re sweating out an alert 
on another typhoon . . . This 
daughter of the wind god is 
“Faye,” and according to the 
weather trackers she is slightly 
east of us and heading north¬ 
west . . . under these condi¬ 
tions we secure everything, and 
prepare for a direct hit, because 
these aeolian merry-go-’rounds 
are every bit as unpredictable 
as the gals whose names they 
are given.” (Incidentally, a ra¬ 
dio newscast here on the 27th 
reported that this typhoon had 
somewhat damaged U. S. in¬ 
stallations at Okinawa, and 
had then gone to work in a big 
way at Shanghai, reportedly 
killing 19 persons and render¬ 
ing 250,000 homeless.—Ed.) 

A large part of Bill’s off-duty 
time is spent in taking motion 
pictures in natural color of the 
whole cycle of Okinawa’s chief 
agricultural industry, rice 
growing, from mud-paddy to 
granary. It was while thus oc¬ 
cupied that Bill recently miss¬ 
ed what he called “possibly 
the finest shot” of his entire 
exper i e n c e—but the “miss” 
quite possibly saved his life. 
As he writes it: “I had just 
finished filming some close- 
ups of young rice shoots for my 
movie, and had been in a squat¬ 
ting position on one of the lit¬ 
tle grass-covered dikes separ¬ 
ating the paddies. I arose, 
walked away to reload an 
empty camera, and just then 
the “viper” was discovered by 
the Oki planters—hidden in the 
grass about three or four feet 
from where my posterior had 
been . . . Well, the excited na¬ 
tives wasted no time sending 
one more snake soul to the 
habu heaven—finishing it off 
with heavy pieces of bamboo, 
bludgeoning it ’til there wasn’t 
a wiggle left . . . Whereas the 
rattler of America poisons the 
blood stream, it is said by the 
natives here that the venom 
of the deadly habu has a para¬ 
lyzing effect on the nerve sys¬ 


tem. It is also said that there 
is a special serum for treat¬ 
ment of victims and that there 
is a margin of several hours in 
which to obtain help. However, 
the h a b u’s bite can easily 
cause quick death if the heart, 
or the respiratory system hap¬ 
pens to bear the brunt of the 
paralysis." 

Bill’s observations extend al¬ 
so to a subject very important 
to Southern Californians: 
water; and to the attempts of 
the Okinawans to be both brief 
and graphic in their new use 
of our native tongue. Of water 
he writes, “Some weather sta¬ 
tions for the month of June, 
that I’m sure Fred LaLone 
would like to see in South¬ 
ern California, Instead of in 
Okinawa, were: Rainfall—15.64 
inches; Humidity—63.0 to 100 
per cent.” Concerning the Ok¬ 
inawans’ struggles with the 
American language, he submits 
what he calls, “Some trivia 
perhaps, for M . C . B . of the 
NEWS: Many Okinawan mer¬ 
chants and shopkeepers are 
quite proud to display their 
limited knowledge of English, 
by advertising signs in that 
medium. This brings forth such 
items as "Watchmakets", 
“Shoes Make”, “Laundry—Fast 
in A Hurry”, "Beauty Shoppe- 
Blonde”, “Lestoran”. This last 
one had me baffled, until I 
tried to imitate a Japanese 
houseboy trying to say “res¬ 
taurant,” and it came out quite 
plainly, "les-to-ran.” In every 
little village and hamlet there 
are always several signs em¬ 
blazoned “Midwife.” Why that 
particular “ad” is in English 
is still a mystery to almost 
everyone here!” ' 

Sierra Madre is the home of 
Bill’s mother and a married 
sister— and it is still very 
much home to Bill. He is a reg¬ 
ular subscriber to the NEWS 
and has it sent by air—so that 
it won’t be too late! He was also 
thrilled recently by receiving 
from some friend in Sierra 
Madre a copy of “Arizona High¬ 
ways,” for he is also a devotee 
of the desert—wet or dry. 
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Hey Kids!

L. D. Hanks of the Los An¬ 
geles P u b li c Survey Service 
told the Sierra Madre Cham¬ 
ber of Commerce Thursday that 
street car companies are find¬ 
ing it increasingly difficult to 
maintain operation, and that 
bus lines soon would be al¬ 
most universally substituted. 

Hanks said that Survey Ser¬ 
vice has been retained by Pa¬ 
cific Electric Railway Company 
to discover where the public 
stands on the proposed elim¬ 
ination of most of its railway 
lines, including those to Sier¬ 
ra Madre. 

He pointed out that San Di- 
ego four years ago complete¬ 
ly modernized its street car 
lines, but last week was forced 
to discontinue the service when 
public support failed. He said 
that conditions in the Bay Area 
are also causing the failure 
of street car companies there. 

In stating that only eight 
street cars were purchased in 
the United States last year, as 


compared with 20,000 busses, 
Hanks said street cars can no- 
longer provide adequate ser¬ 
vice an dthe public knows it. 

He estimated that it would 
take a rate increase of 65 per 
cent to make the street cars 
pay, and no one wants to pay 
that much to keep them going. 

The substitution of busses 
for street cars, Hanks said, 
would not only solve the prob¬ 
lem, but would beautify Sier¬ 
ra Madre and surrounding ter¬ 
ritory through the elimination 
of tracks, poles and wires. The 
State Highway Commission 
plans to use the track strip 
land for the construction of a 
new, safe highway, he said. 

Attorney Noren Eaton sug¬ 
gested that the track elimin¬ 
ation would be good for Sier¬ 
ra Madre, providing that an 
improved bus service were 
guaranteed. 

Mrs. Grace Vane, secretary 
of the Sierra Madre Property 
Owners’ Association, presented 
to the Chamber a report on 
her recent attendance at a 
meeting of the Los Angeles 
County Regional Planning 
Commission. 

She condemned the Commis¬ 
sion’s “sloppy” handling of 
subdivision zoning.

feet by 80 feet, Nuetzel esti¬ 
mated, would cost approxi¬ 
mately $23,000. . 

Mrs. Grace Vane, represent¬ 
ing the Property Owners’ As¬ 
sociation of Sierra Madre, and 
the second speaker on the pan¬ 
el, desc r i b e d her evening’s 
mission as being to "tell the 
Co-ordinating Council why Si¬ 
erra Madre can’t have a new 
pool.” 

She pointed out several proj¬ 
ects of the city which will de¬ 
mand fiscal attention in the 
near future. Mrs. Vane said 
that a bond issue for a new 
junior high school is being 
planned for sometime in Oc¬ 
tober. 

The proposed Canyon road 
project will also require the 
expenditure of much city 
money, she said. The Coun¬ 
ty tax rate, although appar¬ 
ently much lower than other 
years, is actually just as 
high, because of the efforts 
of Proposition No. 4. 

Even if the proposition is re¬ 
pealed, the cost of aiding the 
aged and blind will bounce 
back into the laps of the home¬ 
owners, Mrs. Vane said. 

On the less gloomy side, she 
pointed out that the fund for a 
new library is almost paid off. 

Russ Guiver, personnel man¬ 
ager for Manterey Park and 
the third speaker of the panel, 
described the steps his city took 
before the final building of a 
new Olympic size, 50-meter 
swimming pool. 

Monterey Park, according to 
Guiver, rejected all bids for the 
construction and built the pool 
themselves for $77,000. Lowest 
bid for the work was $105,000. 

He pointed out, however, that 
the pool could have been built 
for considerably less, but such 
an undertaking was entirely 
new to Monterey Park. 

Asked if the pool was self- 
sustaining, Guiver said the 
pool earned $8000 last month 
and spent $6000, a net earning 
of $2000. 

Mrs. Florence Peterson, exe¬ 
cutive director of the Sierra 
Madre Chapter of the Ameri¬ 
can Red Cross, said that a 
heating system Would be al¬ 
most essential for any pool in 
Sierra Madre. 

Councilman Nuetzel stated 
that the two sites proposed so 
far for the new pool are on 
the grounds of the Youth Hut 
and on the public property ad¬ 
jacent to the City Park.

At Blaze 40 Years Ago 

Bill Olsen informed the 
NEWS Tuesday that his father, 
Andrew Olsen, and he were the 
“fire department” at the time 
of the Twycross cottage fire, 
reported in the NEWS July 30, 
1909, and reprinted in the 
Shades of Yesteryear column 
last week. 

Olsen said he and his father 
were the only citizens in the 
vicinity at the time of the fire, 
and they rushed to the house, 
mounted a ladder, and extin¬ 
guished the blaze with a gar¬ 
den hose. 

The newsstory, written 40 
years ago, stated: 

“Fire damaged the Twycross 
cottage last Monday to the ex¬ 
tent of about $150. The fire 
alarm did not ring because 
there was none to be rung. The 
volunteer fire department did 
not respond in force because 
there was no alarm, and the 
excitement was over before the 
word had time to go very far.”

On the outskirts of Sierra Madre, there stands a large yellow 
stucco structure. Often unnoticed by the casual passerby because 
of a surrounding wall and gate, the building stands aloof, totally 
unperturbed by the troubled world. 

This is no ordinary building. Certainly, it is situated on 13 
acres of beautifully cultivated land. Of course, it is a duplicate 
of the famous Villa Collozzi, 
spacious Italian home designed 
by Michaelangelo. 

But the structure means far 
more than this. It is Mount 
Alverno, the Molherliouse of 
the Pacific Coast province of 
the Sisters of St. Francis of 
Penance and Christian Charity. 

There, the administration of 
the sisters of the province, who 
care for schools, hospitals, and 
nurseries in California, Oregon, 

Washington, and Montana, is 
undertaken under the direction 
of Mother Marita, O.S.F. 

Mother Marita says the pleas¬ 
ant surroundings of the con¬ 
vent are conducive to the spirit 
of the “life apart” led by the 
Sisters. 

Principal work undertaken at 
the novitiate is the training of 
young aspirants to the Fran¬ 
ciscan life. Mother Marita ex¬ 
plains that girls who have felt 


the call to religious life receive 
the necessary training at Mount 
Alverno to prepare them for 
the work of the community. 

At present, she said, 22 girls 
are undergoing training at the 
convent. For three years, they 
will receive instruction in the 
tenets of the Franciscan order, 
as well as other religious train¬ 
ing which will prepare them to 
begin their lives of serving 
mankind. 

Besides housing the girls, 
Mount Alverno also shelters a 
number of Sisters. Although 
the Motherhouse is large, it is 
not of adequate size to provide 
sleeping quarters for all. Its 
adjoining houses, including the 
former caretaker’s and guest 
houses, are suitable for this 
purpose, however.

The drawing room was trans¬ 
formed into a chapel. The sec¬ 
ond floor’s rooms have been 
converted into the dormitories 
and study rooms of a cloister.

“What’s the point of taking 
it under advisement,” Bigelow 
said. 'We’ve been doing that 
for 20 years. 

“Give it to the City Council 
and let them kick it around a 
while until they kick it back 
to us again." 

Councilman Herman Barter 
Jumped on this. 

“Why should the City Coun¬ 
cil have it It’s a Planning 
Commission matter," he bark¬ 
ed. 

Cornyn said that the Plan¬ 
ning Commission had no au¬ 
thority to work out the tech¬ 
nicalities of a road, but it can 

make a recommendation. 

'When I scdd 'recommend to 
the City Council,' I thought you 
had something to recommend." 
Cornyn said. 

After . Commissioner Harry 
Johnson moved that it be refer¬ 
red to the Council with the rec¬ 
ommendation that condemna¬ 
tion proceedings be started, 
Cornyn pointed out that a ma¬ 
jority of the people would have 
to “want the street and want 
to pay for it” before anything 
could be done. 

It was brought out that the 
zoning matter would have to 
be decided first so that prop- 
owners could determine what 
return they might expect from 
their investment in the street. 

It was also pointed out that 
businessmen of the city might 
have a money interest in the 
development because of the 
plan for providing off-street 
parking. 

The commission named Bige¬ 
low chairman of its commit¬ 
tee which will meet with 
Chamber members. 


New Street 


vision was put over until the 
commission's August meeting. 
But to help clear the air. he 
presented a petition signed by 
five property owners to "see if 
a reasonable plan (for the 
street) can be prepared." 

He said that most of the 
property owners were opposed, 
at least right now, because of 
the cost involved. He added 
that owners whose property 
would have to be condemned 
on Baldwin and Hermosa to 
make openings for the new 
street also were against the 
plan. 

One of them is Bert Dane 
of 50 S. Hermosa avenue. He 
doesn’t want to lose his home 
for some new street, and he 
said so. 

“We’ve been fixing it up for 
15 or 16 years—we’re both over 
70—and we don’t want to be 
bothered,” he said. 

“The Chamber of Commerce 
feels very definitely that this 
area is wasted as it is,” Noren 
Eaton told the commission. 
“But how it should be develop¬ 
ed, the Chamber is in disagree¬ 
ment.” 

Commission Chairman Bay¬ 
ard Bigelow, who declared that 
the area should be zoned be¬ 
fore a street is put in, said, 
"The north side of the street 
should be zoned C-l (commer¬ 
cial) and the south side, M-l 
(light manufacturing)." 

Eaton suggested that a poll 
of the property owners be tak¬ 
en. He added that the short¬ 
age in Sierra Madre was of 
manufacturing zones but not of 
commercial zones. 

“There is a lot of C-l for de¬ 
velopment, but p r a c t i c ally 
nothing for M-l,” he said. But 
Commissioner S a 11 i e Osgood 
took issue with this and said 
that Sierra Madre should not 
become “a manufacturing 
town.” 

"We're a bunch of eccentrics 
here," Eaton declared. "We find 
it in set-backs' and everything 
else." 

As for the petition on the 
street development, City At¬ 
torney T. Guy Cornyn, who is 


The Commission also heard 
a comment on proposed park¬ 
ing meters for the city. 

Said Noren Eaton: "We came 
out here to the country to get 
away from those things—and 
if you put parking meters in 
here, we're going back to the 
city." 

Poll the Chamber of Commer¬ 
ce on parking meters, the com¬ 
mission suggested. 

The Council now has before 
it a proposed ordinance which 
would limit the height of any 
fence at a street intersection 
to be over four feet. 

The Commission’s committee 
on intersections, Sallie Osgood 
and Harry E. Johnson, came 
back with a recommendation 
that the corner fences be limit¬ 
ed to three feet and that no 
fence at an intersection be 
painted white—that green was 
preferred. 

Cornyn said he doubted if 
“you can make an ordinance 
on color.” 

The color was eliminated 
from the recommendation.

this year. This represents a 
decrease of 177 acre-feet from 
last year’s total of 1627 acre 
feet. 

He stated that during the fis¬ 
cal year, 327 acre-feet of water 
were obtained from the city’s 
tunnels, 47 acre-feet less than 
last year. 

Tayc pointed out that the 
water-production efficiency rate 
is still exceptionally good. This 
year’s estimated loss of pro¬ 
duction was only 4 per cent. 
Loss-of-production figures in 
most cities usually average 8 
per cent, he said. 

As a partial explanation of 
this city’s low efficiency loss, 
Tayc said Sierra Madre’s water 
pipes are made of steel and 
can be welded together direct¬ 
ly. This, he said, results in con¬ 
siderably less leakage.
